on the Isthmus. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. S.—The letter of 


President Roosevelt transmitting to con- 


gress the annual reports of the isthmian 
canal commission and the Panama Rail- 
road company together with Secretary 
Tnft's letter transmitting the s:une, is as 
follows: 


"To the Senate nnd House of Repre- 


sentatives: I inclose herewith the an- 
nual report of the isthmian canal com- 
mission, the annual report oi the Pana- 
ma Railroad company, and the secretary 
of war's letter, transmitting the same, 
together with certain papers. 


"The work ou the isthmus is being ad- 


mirably done, and great progress has 
been made especially during the last nine 
months. The plant is being made ready 
und the organization perfected. The first 
work to be done was the work of sanita- 
tion, the necessary preliminary to the 
work of actual construction; and this 
has been pushed forward with the utmost 
energy and means. In a short while I 
shall place before you the recommenda- 
tions of the commission and of the board 
of consulting engineers as to the proper 
plan to be adopted for the canal itself, 
together with my own recommendations 
thereon. 


THE WO UK EXPEDITED. 


"All the work so far has been done, 


not only with the utmost expedition, but 
in the most careful and thorough man- 
ner and what has been accomplished 
"ives us good reason to believe that thi: 
canal will be dug in a shorter time than 
has been anticipated, and at nn expendi- 
ture within the estimated amount. 


SKXSATIOXS THIN AIR. 


"From time to time various publica- 


tions have been made, and from time to 
time in tho future, various similar pub- 
lications doubtless will be nuulo, pur- 
porting to give an account of jobbery, 
or immorality or inefficiency or misery, 
as obtaining on tho if.tlmui.-i, t have care- 
fully examined into each of these accu- 
sations which seemed worthy ot it. 
In 


evcrv 
instance the 
accusations 
have 


proved to be without foundation in any 
blinpc or furm. 


"The sensation mongers, 
both those 


who stay at home and those who visit 
the isthmus, may ground their accusa- 
tions on false statements by some engi- 
neer who, having applied for service on 
the commission and been refused such 
service, now endeavors to discredit his 
successful competitors, for in the talcs 
of disappointed bidders for contracts; or 
.of officeholders who have proved incom- 
petent or who have been suspected of 
corrupt inn and dismissed, or who have 
been overcome by panic and have lied 
from the isthmus. 


CHARGES NOT SUBSTANTIATED. 
"Every specific charge relating to job- 


bery, to immorality or to incllieioncy 
from whatever source, it has come, has 
been immediately investigated and in no 
single instance have the statements of 
Uiiise sensation mongers and the inter- 
ested complainants behind them proved 
true. 


SALARIES NOT TOO LARGE. 


"Any attempt to cut down the salaries 


of the officials of the isthmian commis- 
sion or of their subordinates who are 
doing important work would be ruinous 
irom the standpoint of accomplishing tho 
work effectively. To quote the words of 
one of the best observers on the isthmus, 
"demoralization of the service is certain 
if the reward for successful endeavor is 
a reduction of pay." _ 


"\Vo are undertaking in Panama a gi- 


gantic task—the largest piece of engi- 
neering ever done. The employment of 
tho mo nengaged thereon is only tempor- 
ary, and it will require the highest order 
of ability if it is to be done economically, 
honestly and efficiently. To attempt to 
secure men to do this work on insulliciont 
salaries would amount to putting a prem- 
ium upon inefficiency 
and corruption.

the state a great expense," the judge 
continued, "I have been unable to bring 
myself to sentence him."

ited States is 12,051,944, an increase of 
180,131 over the previous year. The to- 
tal number of Catholic priests, including 
seculars and regulars, is 14.484, an in- 
crease of 027, 


The majority of the clergy arc secular, 


there being 10,730 -secular priests and 3,- 
005 who are members of religious or- 
ders. There are 11,814 Catholic churches. 


The number of children attending 4,- 


2S1 Catholic parochial schools has in- 
creased to 1.000.207. The number oi 
Catholic charitable institutions is 007.

one of thn members of the union. This 
method of conducting the strike attract- 
ed attention in labor circles throughout 
the United States.

RULES ARE PROMULGATED 


More to Come r.titor-Nn" Catholic Slncrrs 


llarred From Piirtlelpiitlne 


In Services. 


Radical changes in 
Catholic church 


music will follow tho mioiinccment just 
made of the rules'nnd regulation? adopt- 
ed by the committee selected by Arch- 
bishop Mcssmer some time ngo, these 
rules being for the purpose of carrying 
out -in tho Milwaukee arch diocese the 
motu proprio of Pope Pius X on church 
music. This is one of the first of the 
dioceses in 


Catholic Cittizen. "Those rules which go 
into effect immediately arc liable 
to 


cause the utmost dllliculty, as no time is 
allowed for preparation. 
One rule pro- 


vides that non-catholic singers shall not 
be allowed to sing at services. On cer- 
tain great feast days heretofore, some of 
the parishes availed themselves of lead- 
ing non-catholic soloisto. Another rule 
that will affect all the parishes is the 
one barring rocal or instrumental solos, 
common in all the churches. This will he 
a blow to tho leading sopranos and ten- 
ors. 
Hereafter singers cannot sing at 


Catholic services outside their own par- 
ish without the permission of their pas- 
tor. The new rule requiring only approv- 
ed music at funerals bars hymns like 
'Nearer, My God, to Thee,' which has be- 
come quite common. Taking it all in all, 
n. considerable revision of choir practices 
must take place at once. On July 3, 
1906, still more stringent rules may go 
into effect, limiting the liturgical chant 
to male voices and requiring the teach- 
ing of Gregorian music in tho parochial 
schools." 


The rules which go into effect at once 


are as follows: 


Non-catholic singers or organists may 


not be engaged for divine service. 


Vocal or instrumental solos and duets 


arc prohibited. 


All unbecoming conduct in tile organ 


loft must be banished. It is the duty of 
the director and organist to enforce the 
decorum 'demanded by divine service. 


Members of church choirs are not al- 


lowed to leave their choir in order to 
join tho choir in another congregation 
without the permi-ision of their pastor, 
nor shall any pastor bo allowed to accept 
singer? from other congregation? without 
such permission. 


At funcrah and marriages no music, 


vocal or instrumental, is allowed except 
that whieh is officially approved.

ODDITIES ABOUT BIRDS. 


Of a heronry a naturalist says: "It is 


not, to put it mildly, a savory place. On 
the island in question nearly every avail- 
able building site was 
occupied. 
The 


nest is a roughly put together platform 
of sticks and does not strike one as be- 
in" at all a safe nursery. Baby herons 
are, if possible uglier than the ordinary 
run of nestlings, their appearance being 
rendered most grostcsque by patches of 
long hairlike feathers studded over tha 
body. I took down one young bird in 
order to have a good look at him. While 
handling him a whole frog, fully two 
inches in length, dropped out of him, 
and, judging from the distension of bU 
'corporation' there must have been sev- 
eral more inside him: I tried to return 
the frog to him, and most amusing were 
the attempts ho made to swallow it; but 
I lacked the skill of his parents, and in 
the end vas obliged to cut up the frog 
nnd force it piecemeal into his gullet,"

Stretch the flan- 
nels thoroughly while wet and the fibres 
separate easily, then keep them well 
stretched until they are carefully press- 
ed, and they will keep soft as long ns 
they last, retaining a new appearance 
and scarcely shrinking nt all. The wool- 
en garments should be ironed upon the 
wrong Me. while damp, thin 
pressing 


down the fuzzy threads which sometimes 
prove no irritating to n tender skin. Hoth 
tho all wool and the cotton flannels mny 
bo kept soft and white if they arc kept 
clean by washing them through a warm 
suds prepared especially for them, nnd 
the cleaning should be done by dipping 
up and down and pressing and squeezing 
between the hands. After the garment 
is well cleansed in the first water, put it 
through a light suds, then rin*e in clear 
soft water of the sume temperature ns 
the first. Void the flannels carefully nnd 
put them llirough the wringer, then dry 
os quickly as possible 'and press with a 
warm iron when ncnrly dry.

nels are much soiled, or if the wnter is 
hard, use a t!ibh'<poomul of household

WASHINGTON, Jan. S.—The letter of 


President Roosevelt transmitting to con- 
gress the annual reports of the isthmian 
canal commission and the Panama Rail- 
road company together with Secretary 
Tnft's letter transmitting the same, is as 
follows: 


"To the Senate nnd House of Repre- 


sentatives: I inclose herewith the an- 
nual report of the isthmian canal com- 
mission, the annual report oi the Pana- 
ma Railroad company, and the secretary 
of war's letter, transmitting the same, 
together with certain papers. 


"The work on the isthmus is being ad- 


mirably done, and great progress has 
been made especially during the last nine 
months. The plant is being made ready 
and the organization perfected. The first- 
work to be done was the work of sanita- 
tion, the necessary preliminary to the 
work of actual construction; and this 
has been pushed forward with the utmost 
energy and means. In a short while I 
shall place before you the recommenda- 
tions of the commission and of the board 
of consulting engineers as to the proper 
plan to be adopted for the cunal itself, 
together with my own recommendations 
thereon. 


THE WORK EXPEDITED. 


"All the work so far has been done. 


not only with the utmost expedition, but 
in the most careful and thorough man- 
ner and what has been accomplished 
gives us good reason to believe that the 
canal will be dug :n a shorter time than 
has been anticipated, and at nn expendi- 
ture within the estimated amount. 


SKX.SAT[OXS THIX AIR. 


"From time to time various publica- 


tions have been made, and from time to 
time in the future, various similar pub- 
lications doubtless will be made, pur- 
porting to give an account of jobbery, 
or immorality or incflicieney or misery, 
as obtaining on the isthmus, I have care- 
fully examined into each of these accu- 
sations which seemed worthy of it. 
In 


every 
instance the 
accusations have 


proved to be without foundation in any 
ulmpe or form. 


"The sensation mongers, 
both those 


who stay at home and those who visit 
the isthmus, may ground their accusa- 
tions on false statements by some engi- 
neer who, having applied for service on 
the commission and been refused such 
service, now endeavors to discredit his 
successful competitors, for in the tales 
of disappointed bidders for contracts; or 
of officeholders who have proved incom- 
petent or who have been suspected of 
corrupt inn and dismissed, or who have 
been overcome by panic and have lied 
from the isthmus. 


CHARGKS NOT SUBSTANTIATED. 


a 
"Every specific charge relating to job- 


bery, to immorality or to ineiliciency 
from whatever source it has come, has 
been immediately investigate^ and in no 
single instance have the statements of 
these sensation mongers and the inter- 
ested complainants behind them proved 
true. 


SALARIES NOT TOO LARGE. 


"Any attempt to cut down the salaries 


of the ofiicials of the isthmian commis- 
sion or of their subordinates who are 
doing important work would be ruinous 
from the standpoint of accomplishing the 
work effectively. To quote the words of 
one of the best observers on the isthmus, 
"demoralization of the service is certain 
if the reward for successful endeavor is 
a reduction of pay."

"Wo are undertaking in Panama a gi- 


gantic task—the largest piece of engi- 
neering ever done. The employment of 
the rno nengaged thereon is only tempor- 
ary, and it will require the highest order 
of ability if it is to be done economically, 
honestly and efficiently. To attempt to 
secure men to do this work on insufficient 
salaries would amount to putting a prem-

The zeal, intelligence and effic- 
ient public service of the isthmian com- 
mission and its subordinates have been 
noteworthy. I court the fullest, most 
inexhaustive and most searching investi- 
gation of any act of theirs, and if any- 
one of them is ever shown to have done 
wrong, his punishment shall be exemtary, 
They ask that they be directly paid and 
that their hands be upheld 'ns long- as 
they act uniformly. On any other condi- 
tions we shall not be able to get men o: 
the right type to do the work; and this 
means that on any condition shall we in 
cur, if not failure, at least delay, scanda 
and inefficiency in the digging the giant 
canal.

Of course, the sup- 
erintendent of poor is obliged to make 
eareful and close investigations for the 
reason there are many impostors, who 
are continually attempting to hold up 
the city, when they are not entitled to 
help, but while in some eases there is 
delay the poor and needy are never al- 
lowed to suffer.

MISS HALL EVOLVES 


PLAN FOR SLAYING 


Suggests Board of Physicians of Wide 


Experience to Act as Inter- 


mediary Between Lile 


and Death. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 8.—Miss L. 


Graham Crozier, .a sociological authority 
and noted lecturer, has pronounced views 
favoring the ending of life by chloro- 
form. Miss Crozier says she would not 
hesitate to snuff out the lives of the 
children of the poor in order to end their 
sufferings from, the pangs of hunger. 


Miss Crozier is an enthusiast along 


this line. She has lectured and talked 
and written in advocacy of it, and to the 
inteviewer gave the impression of impa- 
tience because some legal move has not 
been^uiado long'ogo to put an end to the 
suffe'ring of starving children. 


"I would rather personally administer 


chloroform to the poor, Starving child- 
ren of tliis city than see them living, as 
they must do, in squalor and misery,'* 
she.declared.

call'attention to myself,' 'continued this 
southern woman, who is devoting ; her 
life work to relievo the suffering'.;«if 
starving waifs. "I say it because I have 
worked myself thin trying to interest 
municipal officers and philanthropic indi- 
viduals in the poverty and frightful con- 
ditions prevailing in New York. 
' 


"I have talked myself hoarse; I'have 


lectured, I have written many letters to 
authorities without effect, and if no oth- 
er remedy is at hand I will, if endowed 
with, proper authority,' put an end to- 
miserable children to whom living is on- 
ly prolonged misery." 


EVOLVES PLAN FOR SLAYING. 
CICINNATI, Jan. 0.—Miss Anna Hall, 


who advocates painless death for persons 
helpless in the grasp of extreme age and 
those suffering ngonies from an incurable 
disease or injuries tlmt mean death after 
a period of excruciating pain, has evolv- 
ed a snhcmo for putting into operation 
her ideas. 


She states that hor theories have been 


much misunderstood, for she docs not be- 
lieve in the promiscuous use of potions 
and poisons to end misery, but she does 
believe that those who desire to have 
the agonizing p:\in of.ifatal illness or ac- 
cident termina.ted by the use of anaes- 
thetics should have tl-c privilege of so 
electing and have their wishes respected. 


She advocates the plan of having n 


board of physicians of not less than fif- 
teen years' experience act aa the inter- 
mediaries between life nnd death. One 
of her beliefs, she says, ia that people 
should have the right to specify in writ- 
ing in the form of a will, signed by two 
witnesses, that they wish to be aided in- 
to eternity when tiie end shall be ap- 
proaching and 
the 
agony 
of death 


comes upon them. 


WOULD HASTEN DEATH. 


The board should be subject to the call 


of this person, and if satisfied the end is 
near, hasten its progress by gently ap- 
plying some anaesthetic to render the 
patient impervious to pain and produce 
death. 


Jliss Hall was prompted to take up 


this unuHiinl theory by the death of her 
mother, Mrs. Murcey Hull, the widow of 
the In.te Dr. John Hall, the arctic ex- 
plorer. Mrs. Hall suffered 
for 
weeks 


from cancer of the stomach before death 
ended her agony. Miss Hall, who was 
with her mother through it all, says that 
she can never eradicate from her mem- 
ory the thought of her parent's suffer- 
ing. 


"I pleaded with tlie doctor to end the 


death struggle 
in which she lay for 


twelve hours and begged of him to give 
her something to end it all," she said. 
"Why, tho most frightful illustration of 
Dante's Inferno could not be more horri- 
ble than the terrible agony depicted on 
the face of my dying mother."

Catholic Cittizen. "Those rules which go 
into effect immediately are liable to 
cause tha utmost difficulty, as no time is 
allowed for preparation. 
One rule pro- 


vides that nan-catholic, singers shall not 
be allowed to sing at services. 
On cer- 


tain great feast days heretofore, some of 
the parishes availed themselves of lead- 
ing non-catholic soloists. Another 
rule 


that will affect all the parishes is the 
one barring vocal or instrumental solos, 
common in all the churches. This will be 
a blow to the leading sopranos and ten- 
ors. 
Hereafter singers cannot sing at 


Catholic services outside their own par- 
ish without the permission of their pas- 
tor. The new rule requiring only approv- 
ed music at funerals bars hymns like 
'Kearer, My God, to Thee,' which has be- 
come quite common. Taking it all in all, 
a considerable revision of choir practices 
must take place at once. On July 1, 
1906, still more stringent rules may go 
into effect, limiting the liturgical chant 
to male voices and requiring the teach- 
ing of Gregorian music in the parochial 
schools." 


Tho rules which go into effect at once 


are as follow3: 


Non-catholic singers or organists may 


not be engaged for divine service. 


Vocal or instrumental solos and duets 


are prohibited. 


All unbecoming conduct in the organ 


loft must be banished. It is the duty of 
the director and organist to enforce the 
decorum 'demanded by divine service. 


Members of church choirs are not al- 


lowed to leave their choir in order to 
join the choir in another congregation 
without the permission of their pastor, 
nor shall any pastor be allowed to accept 
singers from other congregations without 
such permission. 


At funerals and marriages no music, 


vocal or instrumental, is allowed except 
that which is officially approved. 


The organist is 
forbidden 
to 
play 


while the orations, epUtlcs, or gospels are 
sung. 


Music written for men's voices should 


not be performed by sopranos and altos 
nor vice versa. 


Mutilations nnd omissions of the sa- 


cred texts which are to be sung during 
high mass are absolutely forbidden. 


The entire credo must be sung before 


the celebrant intones the domimis vobis- 
cum at offertory; also the entire gloria. 


The use of the vernacular language at 


high mass is forbidden.

mination to issue nn ultimatum to the 
mayor to leave the city within twenty- 
four hours and stay away until his term 
of office expires. 


Just before January 1 Mayor Bensen 


issued an order that beginning January 
1, all saloons should close their doors at 
11 o'clock at night and remain closed all 
day Sunday. 


This aroused the ire of the saloon men 


who were supported by many business 
men who were in favor of an open town. 
The result of the meeting held three 
weeks ago was announced today. A 
committee was appointed to urge the 
mayor to rescind his order. On his re- 
fusal to do so the committee firmly ad- 
vised him to go to Mexico where he hns 
extensive interests nnd attend to his 
business affairs there. Today the mayor 
.snid to a newspaper man that he would 
undoubtedly go to Mexico. The meeting 
today, it was said, decided that the may- 
or was not moving fust enough and that 
h« would be given a twenty-four hour 
limit to get out of town.

NEW YORK, Jan. C.—A naked and in- 


sane woman, directed by a man warmly 
clad and wearing an overcoat, was de- 
tected applying a torch to the hallway 
of a four story tenement house in El- 
dreclge street about daybreak today. The 
strange pair fled when discovered, but 
the woman w»s captured. She said her 
name is Helen Brauer and that she is 
housekeeper of the building she was try- 
ing to set fire to, but no one there knew 
her. 
One of the tenants of the building 


was awakened by a noise the pair made 
and discovered them in the hall. The. 
woman wore nothing but a stocking. She 
was shivering in the cold. The man 
stood over her, and she shrank from him 
as though afraid. In the woman's hand 
was a torch made of rags nnd inflamma- 
ble stuff and saturated with kerosene. Tho 
woman stuck the torch into the gas 
blaze and as it caught fire she fell to 
her knees and began feeling her way 
about the hall, rubbing the blazing touch 
against the wall and waiiiscoating, which 
were saturated with oil. All the time 
the woman mumbled like a crazy per- 
son. She was directed by the mysterious 
man. 
MAX ESCAPES; WOMAN CAUGHT. 
Seeing that there was danger of burn- 


ing tie building the watching tenMant 
called for help and when the other ten- 
ants cnme rushing from their apartments 
the man and woman started to rim for 
the roof. The man got away, but one 
of the tenants tripped the woman. When 
she was questioned she returned a blank 
stare, but finally gave tho name of Helen 
Brauer and said she was 33 years old. 
She looked very old and was covered 
with filth, her hair was tangled and her 
checks sunken. She was taken to Belle- 
vuc hospital. She did not disclose the 
name of the man, but it is suspected 
thafc they have been connected with oth- 
er incendiary fires. They had not suc- 
ceeded in setting fire to the hallway this 
time.

Officers of the union have been working 
quietly among the independent printers, 
nnd it is asserted hav» convinced them 
that the employers have not lived up to 
the contracts made when the men were 
hired.

out on strike.

coast state of shocking frauds commit- 
ted in appropriating the timber lands of 
the stale and of preparations to further 
continue the stealing, not by hundreds 
or thousands, but by millions of acres, 
should cause .1 mighly girding up 
of 


those in authority. As usual the thefts 
have been committed and may be con- 
tinued if not stopped, by the means of 
employing entrymen to enter lands and 
for those when called in to convey to the 
members of the rings their locations. 
Tho worst feature of the stealings are, a.5 
5s claimed by ono prominent state offic- 
ial, that the perjury is added to by these 
entryinen swearing those lands selected 
by them are mineral or agricultural just 
as they are minded, and thousands of 
acres of valuable mining grounds have 
been entered by tho.-o scoundrels as ag- 
ricultural land, one cnso being mention- 
ed -where at the time the location . as 
sworn to be agricultural land there was 
a mino ;jnd smelter, but a very short dis- 
tance away in operation. 


The state mineralogist of this state 


lias made n full expose of the outrageous 
business, but it is feared unless the na- 
tional government takes very prompt ac- 
tion, the hind thieves will steal the mil- 
lions of moit valuable timber lands of 
this coast and it is not alone farming 
laud but the mining lands of tho people 
being ruthlessly appropriated. Tho ban- 
dy weapon of these land plunderers is 
tho ever ready timber and mining law 
mid stone act, and the kindly nets of con- 
gress which ha.-t been so incautious as to 
fully protect the 
innocent 
purchaser, 


which in these cases do not exist. The 
thieves pass the tKlo around as many 
times as necessary, and then the inno- 
cent purchaser U of course on hand to 
swear allidavits in case the proposition is 
made to attack the titles of tho follows 
who have stolen the land.i

and public opinion. By "Congressmen" 
we mean every senator and every rep- 
resentative who has failed to use every 
effort to secure the repeal of those laws. 
Jf any one of ihem finds the coat to fit 
him, he may put it on and display his 
shame by wearing it. 


"According to Air. Anbury—-and, in- 


deed, tho fuets arc sufliciently notorious 
to justify any court in taking judicial 
notice of them—the ontrymen swoar 
that the lands arc either timber or min- 
eral as may best servo their purpose in 
each particular case, and without regard 
to the truth in any case. 
That, of 


conr.w, is H crime, but those who com- 
mit those crimes are the "poor men," in 
whose behalf the congressmen plead so 
pitifully when opposing the repeal of the 
laws. They sell their souls to the devil 
for a trille, which they probably prompt- 
ly got rid of. In due time they got their 
patents, and then the capitalist comes in 
and finishes the transaction. If ho has 
supplied any of the money to make any 
payment, and gets caught, he can usually 
be made to suffer. They can seldom be 
caught. The wise ones prefer that the 
title shall pass through several hands 
before finally resting in its foreordained 
destination. 
Between private men fraud 


vitiates all transactions, but congress in 
its desire to aid thieves has carefully pro- 
vided that the most unblushing frauds, 
howe'/or. clearly proved, shall not affect 
any f i f d - which-has passed to an "inno- 
cent" holder. There are no innocent hold- 
ers. None know the fraudulent charac- 
ter of these titles so well as their ulti- 
mate purchasers. Titles acquired under 
these acts should be held open to ques- 
tion for at least ten years, in whose-so- 
ever hands they may be found. The lieu 
land act, the timber and stone act and 
the miner*! land acts'have been the well- 


contrived means of perpetrating these 
frauds. The men who commit the actual 
perjury 
are 
usually 
trifling 
fellows.- 


Sometimes there is a 
conspiracy, and 


then some bigger fish can be caught. The 
ultimate purchasers are "innocent third 
parties." 


The last annual reports of Washington 


officials, notably Secretary Hitchcock, to- 
gether with the land commissioners' re- 
port, was" eloquent with insistence that 
something be done and (strongly advising 
the repeal by congress of the timber and 
stone act, the desert land act and the 
commutation features of the homestead 
law as prolific with opportunities for the 
commission frauds. Does congress heed? 
It ought to. The corporations are more 
strongly entrenched in the senate than 
in the house, but public opinion together 
with an energetic president must bring 
about a speedy corrective or else soon the 
forest acres will be stolen, and the min- 
eral lands in every mountain range found 
already appropriated by virtue of our 
dead laws which permit any number of 
locations by person or persons, their only 
requirement being to do $100 worth of 
assessment work every year 
for five 


years, then getting a government patent 
which forever secures against disturb- 
ance from any cause. 


It -will not do to charge these com- 


plaints to populism or socialism. The 
American people are vitally interested in 
preserving what remains of unappropriat- 
ed timber lands and of mineral lands, 
and of what available timber lands out- 
side of forest reserves, a proper 
rise 


thereof, and of farming lands, for entries 
of honestly intending settlers. Under 
one pretext and another the government 
is now granting permits to occupy tracts 
within forest reservations for one pur- 
pose and another, which is a great mis- 
take. 


THE RIGHTS OV TM.ADE. 


A decision rendered by a Brooklyn, N. 


Y. court holds a trust organization may 
at will refuse to sell to any would be 
customer. The decision asserts the right 
of the tobacco trust to 'control any to- 
bacco supply and as'so minded turn this 
over to their sales agents. A retail to- 
bacco firm had boon refused supplies for 
some reason and in consequence brought 
suit against the trust for heavy damages. 
Tlie case duly took its way and came on 
to be heard. Arguments were made pro 
and con, the counsel for the defendants, 
the trust, claiming the tobacco company 
had the right to control the tobacco sup- 
ply and turn this over to their agents for 
selling. This counsel 
further 
declared, 


that '''the trouble with the plaintiffs, is 
that the tobacco company is a business, 
and not a, court of equity, and it may be- 
come necessary in business to kill your 
competitor—financially, I mean. That is 
competition. It is business and tho busi- 
ness part of it. but there is no cause of 
action that follows because I refuse to 
soil to a man because I do not like him 
or believe him dishonest or do not even 
like the color of his hair." 


After hearing the arguments the pre- 


siding judge ordered the suit of the plain- 
tiffs to bo dismissed. 


If this is £ood law. which may be very 


seriously disputed, then indeed arc our 
great trusts (irmly entrenched. If this bo 
true any methods employed by syndi- 
cates and organized trusts may at will 
control supplies, and refuse to 
sell 
to 


competitors, and if this is not against the 
common law at least, then there is no 
law. Similar suits have been instituted 
against the drug trust, but the success 
of the plaintiffs seems to have been much 
better than in this eastern case. If this 
principle be really good law then 
the 


Sherman anti-trust law is void, and all 
legislation by congress or state is of no 
avail whatever. There can bo no rate 
| legislation, no legislation punishing- those 


wlin engage in trade conspiracies, and all 
proceedings against, for 
instance tho 


meat packers charged with so conspiring, 
doomed to defeat. 


But as to trusts. If 
tho American 


people were assured that all alike were 
compelled to pay tho sa.mc rail 
rates, 


that there wore no rebates given to any- 
body, that where as in the instance of 
trusts controlling the supplies, the tariff 
on such commodities was removed, and 
where sales were refused competitors the 
government stepped in. to a purpose, then 
legitimate competition could not be as- 
sassinated as this lawyer for the accus- 
ed trust claims is a right-to be employ- 
ed. If competition was 
free, 
if there 


were no illegal favors to be had, undoubt- 
edly the. trust ovii would cure, itself. 
Associated interests would then combat 
in legitimate business fields and with no 
trade conspiracies the trusts would have 
to stand upon their own bottom and not 
bo bolstered up with all sorts of illegal 
and even legal devices. 


People are not demanding associated 


interests be knifed exactly, but they are 
demanding nil such receive no advan- 
tages whatever beyond what the advan- 
tage 
of association 
might give in 


strength, but no illicit advantages or 
special privileges whatever. The, public 
road must be free to everybody alike and 
everyone compelled to observe the oqui- 
tis. The laws of the road must be com- 
plied with and no ono permitted to force 
another out of his position if thereby, an 
advance be secured by violating the law 
of keeping to the right. If one may pass 
without forcing another out of his path, 
then let it be so, if the road is wide 
enough. Neither shall a.ny one be permit- 
ted to unnecessarily block up the, road- 
way, this to apply to nil alike. 


CHARTEHS. 


The efforts to bring about the repeal 


of the New Hampshire legislative charter 
by which a company of New York eity 
millionaires secured privileges in conduct- 
ing a race course und admittedly con 
veying Monte Carlo rights, will not suc- 
ceed it is feared. The reason for this 
it ia said will bo the application of the 


celebrated case of Dartmouth 
college 


years ago in which Daniel Webster ap- 
peared for the. college, resisting .the re- 
peal -by the legislature of the state of its 
charter. Webster fought the contention 
n legislative charter was repealable and 
contended a charter once granted could 
not be repealed, and was a contract for- 
ever unrepealable by the state granting 
and won his case. 


This legal principle it is claimed will 


or may be asserted if the outraged-people 
of New Hampshire succeed in inducing 
its shameless legislature 'to vote for a 
repeal, and the principle sought to be es- 
tablished once in aid of a prominent col- 
lege, may be most successfully invoked 
to establish a wrongful thing on the peo- 
ple of the state. It is asserted law is law, 
something heard of before, and law good 
for the maintaining of an educational in- 
stitution is equally good for the main- 
taining of a race course and all that it 
implies and as is asserted games illegal 
elsewhere in the state. 


It has been set'Up before.jithat a legis- 


lative charter or incorporation or fran- 
chise once granted was indeterminable, 
no time even specified limited it, and this 
would fit in well with the contention 
now more often heard that eminent do- 
main rights be repealed by suitable am- 
endments to constitutions and all states 
by provision, be prohibited by law from 
permitting public franchises taking pre- 
cedence of franchises granted by counties 
and municipalities. This is to say legis- 
latures should be prohibited from grant- 
ing franchises with provisions or terms, 
which override 'the ' municipality 
and 


county rights to control within their 
borders. 


This contention brought up in the New 


Hampshire case as to legislative powers, 
would seem to have a bearing upon the 
recent decision of Judge Baker of Indi- 
ana in the Indianapolis 
gas 
case 
in 


which he held it was out of power of a 
chartered corporation to surrender its 
charter to tho city by virtue of any 
agrecinent. It has been construed by 
this decision, terminable franchises can 
not be voided by municipalities by fran- 
chise terms by virtue of expressed agree- 
ments, which if true would necessarily 
make franchises indeterminable no mat- 
ter the terms. 


If it follows legislative charters 
and 


franchises granted under state laws can 
not be repealed or voided from any cause 
oven expiration, it is time a different 
order of things was established by prop- 
er enactments. When this 
Dartmouth 


college case triumphed years ago it was 
not presumed or even thought as to its 
full bearings in coming years—as to how 
ranch could be applied or might be ap- 
plied in any furtherance of oppression 
of the people, and of maintaining inde- 
terminable charters that 
legislatures 


thoughtlessly or purposely granted real- 
izing or not realizing what a charter im- 
plied. Vested rights have been claimed 
in cases where no intention whatever ex- 
isted of granting such, and municipali- 
ties through one cause and another per- 
mitting original acts and encroachments 
have later on seen courts construing as 
vested rights, privileges only intended for 
temporary purposes, and privileges pre- 
empted by corporations without any con- 
sent. 


It would seem to be time to provide 


proper safeguards. 


contentions 01 the rivals, especially as 
to the tariff proposition, there is just 
about the same sort of thing as we of- 
ten see in our own country. The pro- 
posed half way return to a protective, 
tariff policy is masked by the proposi- 
tion to differentiate in favor of the col- 
onies, arid it looks as if' the minds of 
many were not quite so sure about free 
trade as before.

Switzerland, but the same discussions 
which relate to the methods of the red 
cross, as The Hague conference at 
its 


first session took up some maters relat- 
ing to this, and further proposing for con- 
sideration at thejiext Hague convention 
subjects of kindred interests; thus would 
bo brought up at both conventions pretty 
much the sam-e subjects. It is suggested 
either that red cross subjects be excluded 
from The Hague conference or else the 
proposed Hague convention be recalled.

The city council has done well to give 


the municipality three more policemen. 
It has been a long felt need and it is too 
bad that another three could not have 
been added, which would not have been 
any too great an increase in the force. 
There have been districts in which the 
sight of a policeman was a decided nov- 
elty and the best opportunity in the 
world was afforded house breakers or 
holdup men. It is eaniesly hoped the 
time will come when there, will be at 
least two men for each ward, and that, 
number will not bo any too small. 


Many citizens can honestly say that 


near their homes they have for months 
and even some will say, years at a time, 
never seen a policeman walking along 
the streets. Once, in a great 
while 


some citizen, probably belated, may come 
across a policeman walking along, who 
by accident happens just at that partic- 
ular time to be in that part of his vast 
stretch of beat. If anything happens 
along his route all well and good, ho 
may give it attention, but other parts 
of his beat which he may or may not be 
able to pass over again that night, have 
none. Expecting none, people are not 
disappointed. 


When Racine was smaller than now, 


in tho days before it exceeded twenty- 
five thousand, proportionately it 
was 


better guarded than now. But for sev- 
eral years our much inadequate police 
force has been the subject of common 
remark. The present 
city council has 


certainly done well to act favorably up-

ODDITIES ABOUT BIRDS. 


Of a heronry a naturalist says: "It U 


not, to put it n?i!dly. a savory place. On 
the island in question nearly every avail- 
able building site was 
occupied. The 


nest is a roughly put together platform 
of sticks and does not strike one as be- 
ing at all a safe nursery. Baby herons 
are, if possible uglier than the ordinary 
run of nestlings, their appearance being 
rendered most grostesque by patches of 
long hail-like feathers studded over the 
body. I took down one young bird in 
order to have a good look at him. While 
handling him a whole frog, fully two 
inches in length, dropped out of him, 
and, judging from the distension of bis 
'corporation' there must have been sev- 
eral more inside him! I tried to return 
the frog to him, and most amusing were 
the attempts ho made to swallow it; but 
I lacked the skill of his parents, and in 
tho end vas obliged to cut up the frog 
and force it piecemeal into his gullet-" 


Of the methods used by birds to teach 


their young to swoop down upon game: 
"I heard the distant 
screaming ot a 


hawk, which I shortly saw swiftly ap- 
proaching from tho moors. As it came 
nearer it was greeted 
bj- answering 


screams from the trees on the steep and 
lofty river bank opposite, from which a 
couple of hawks darted upward, when 
the hastening bird, above them, sudden- 
ly dropped or Hung from its feet to- 
ward them a dead- bird., apparently a 
tlmish, after which they iustantly dash- 
ed, but seemed to.miss it, as it appear- 
ed to me to have dropped through the 
trees to the ground. No doubt the par- 
ent bird was thus giving a lesson to it* 
young."

creatures in India is the paddy bird. A 
traveler says of him: "The paddy bird 
is not afflicted with shyness. He U far 
too lazy to be disturbed by the approach 
of human beings. So confiding is he that 
the natives of India call him the blind 
heron.

Why Flannels Shrink.—It is exceeding- 


ly difficult to get the Pannels properly j 
washed, yet it. is i>o."il;Ir to w:ish Biieli | 
articles so tlnit they will rwn»in soft, 
and there ncvil IT 1:0 sliriukr.gp if the j 
•work is properly i!:-ne. FlnnnMs \vill al- 
ways shrink if tl"'y urn 
-unshod 
and 


rinsed in wiitcrs of differ™ t 
tempera- 


tures and if they arc not well stretched 
during the cleaning process. Tlio tem- 
perature of the %vat?rs in which they nre 
washed nnd ringed and of the plncn in 
which they are dried should be practical- 
ly the same, and they should never he 
wrung or twUtod. as this will cause t!ie 
wool fibres to knot. Much, however, of 
the success depend* upon the drying pro- 
cess, as the garments should be thorough- 
ly stretched while wet, and thny should 
be pulled into shape several times while 
drying. 


When flannels are wet. the fibres sof- 


ten and separate, and if they are rubbed 
hard or twisted in wringing, these short 
fibres are all massed together nnd if al- 
lowed to dry together, the flannel will 
become hard and stiff. Stretch the flan- 
neU thoroughly while wet and the fibres 
separate easily, then keep them well 
stretched until they are carefully press- 
ed, and they will keep .soft as long as 
they last, retaining a new appearance 
and scarcely shrinking at all. The wool- 
en garments should be iro?ied upon tho 
wrong aide while damp, thus 
pressing 


down the fuzzy threads which sometimes 
prove so irritating to a tender skin. Both 
the all wool and the eotton flannels may 
be kept soft nnd white if they are kept 
clean by washing them through a warm 
suds prepared especially for thorn, nnd 
the cleaning should bo done by dipping 
up and down and pressing and squeezing 
between the hands. After the garment 
is well cleansed in the first water, put it 
through a light suds, then rinse in clear 
soft water of the same temperature as 
the first. Fold the flannels carefully nnd ! 
put them through thn wringer, then dry 
as quickly as possible and press with a 
warm iron whfn nearly dry. If the flan- 
nels are much soiled, or if the water is 
hard, use a tribl'-spoonfiil of 
household ', 


ammonia to a gallon of water, and if the ' 
work is carefully done from beginning to 
• 


end, the flannels will not shrink, and ! 
may be kept as soft and white r.s when j 
now, ,ind, if the hotisekpoper u'nnfcs tho ! 
flannels of the household properly cared i 
for she should Imvc the work done un- j 
der hor direct supervision, unless it is j 
done with her own hands.

ter remedy than llaxseed lemonade. A 
wine glass of it may be taken as often 
as the cough becomes troublesome. To 
one heaping tablespoonful of fluxsced al- 
low a tumbler and a half of cold water. 
Boil them together until the liquid be- 
comes quite sticky. Then strain it hot 
over a quarter of a pound of sugar and 
an ounce of gumara,bie.

trouble with them. 
Some people have 


cranks corne upon tho feet, especially 
the heels; a cracker poultice acts like a 
charm upon those also. In

stances the cracks arc caused by dryncss 
of the flesh around them; upon these 
hardened places the poultice has a soft- 
ening and soothing effect." 
Tliis reme- 


dy is simple, and within the reach of 
all, and is well worth trying. 


SALARIES TO REMAIN SAME 


Official!! In Keuoslm County Not to Receive 


un !/i"rr}ifle. 


The politicians of Kenosha county who 


may aspire to seek county offices at tho 
next general election, will have to accept 
the oflices with the same salaries that 
have been paid to the county ollicers for 
the last half a decade, as the county 
board at its session on Thursday after- 
noon declined to make any change in the 
salaries of the officers, and they will re- 
main as in former years. 


The salary of the .sheriff will remain 


at 
$1,400 a. year, .and added 
to 
this 


amount the sheriff is to receive the sum 
of .$2,500 by contract for the care of 
prisoners and for other expenses of tho 
office. 
The county judge will continue 


to receive $1,100, while the annual salary 
of the county superintendent and the 
district attorney is left at $900. The 
registrar in probate is to receive $400, 
and the county clerk 
receives $1,000. 


The pay of tho clerk of the circuit court 
tuid the register of deeds is dependent 
entirely on the fees of the two offices, 
neither official receiving any salary from 
the county. 


WEATHER RECORD FOR 1905 


Daniel Davis, voluntary weather ob- 


server at Racine Junction, post-office sta- 
tion A., has favored the Journal with 
the weather record for 1005. From this 
is is ascertained the minimum tempera- 
ture occurred on February fifth, the ther- 
mometer registering 21 degrees below.

MEN BETTER TEACHERS 


Women's Preponderance In Schools Menace 


to System, 


SEATTLE. Wash., Jan. 6.—Dr. II. V. 


Osliea of the University of Wisconsin in 
his address before the 
King 
County 


Teachers' institute yesterday caused an 
upronr by declaring that the preponder- 
ance of women teachers in the 
public 


schools was a menace to the entire educa- 
tional system. He said, before an audi- 
ence-composed almost entirely of women: 


"There ought to be just as many men 


as women in the schools. Of course, thc?y 
need the inlluence of feminity, but how 
much the children would be benefited did 
they come in contact more with strong, 
vigorous men.

adolescent youth. At the present time 
it is not sufficiently vigorous for those 
whose whole life is throbbing with the 
necessity for activity. As now organized 
it tends too nnicli to hold the growing 
organism constrained."

Mine company at Coaldale, W. Va., at 
noon yesterday. 


Up to midnight only one body had been 


Immediately following the ex- 
plosion, which was 
heard for 
several 


miles, rescue parties set to work to ex- 
plore the wrecked shaft. 


There were three white men and eigh- 


teen colored men entombed and no hope 
is held out thnt any of them 
escaped 


death.

force and 
caused 
inten=e 
excitement 


throughout tho 
surrounding country, 


tnnnv people believing nn earthquake had 
occurred. 


At 5:?,0 o'clock yesterday afternoon a 


body of onn of the miners, was discov- 
ered some hundred feet away From the 
mine entry, so mutilated that he is un- 
recognizable. All hope of recovering alive 
the entombed minors has been shattered 
by tho pouring forth of gast>s from the 
different entries. If the twenty-one men 
were not all killed instantly by the ex- 
plosion they must have succumbed to the 
great jiewnmilntion of gns following the 
explosion. 


While the mines were crowded there 


was a sudden and heavy rumbling a mile 
»nd more in the depths of the mountain 
and through the miles of passages and 
air shafts of thnt 
immense 
mine 
the 


shock was felt. 
Before the detonations 


had (lied out, Bank Boss Thomas Wil- 
liams, who was a long distance from the 
explosion, staggered to his feet feeling 
his way to a mine telephone and called 
to those on the outside that there had 
been a terrible eocplosion of mine gas 
and asked for help. 


Coaldnlo is a mining town situated on 


the line of the Norfolk and Western rail- 
way anil is fifteen miles west of Blucfield. 
It is in Mercer county and wire facilities 
are inadequate.

Itirvord Profession Says Whcro DratU is 
Corratn Prolongation of LUo Is Cruelty. 
CAiUBRXDGE, Mius., Jan. C.—Charles 


Ullot Norton, professor of art in Harvard 
miversity, hns written e, letter to Miss 
Annie. Hall of Cincinnati indorsing her 
theory, recently expounded, thnt infirm 
nnd weak persons should be put to death. 
lie says: 


"Dour Madam—You ask me to express 


my ouiuion in such for tliat it may bo 
given to the public concerning prolonga- 
tion of life by medical and surgicnl sci- 
ence when it can be prolonged only at 
the cost of misery. I have no objection 
to doing so. 


"The principle thnt it is a duty to pro- 


long every human life so long as possible, 
nt whatever cost, hitherto has been gen- 
erally accepted. 


DOCTRINE PRESSED TOO FAR. 


Its main support has been the doctrine 


of the sacrmlnoss of human life, and this 
has been re-inforeed by two practical con- 
siderations of groat weight: 
One, frnc- 


dom by /the physician or surgeon from 
all responsibility as to the decision of a 
question that is grave in any case, and in 
which a mistake in judgment might be 
severely blameworthy; the other, a nat- 
ural ilcsire on the part of members of the 
medical and Riirgiciil .profession to ex- 
hibit the resources of their art in master- 
ing extreme difficulties. 


The doctrine and practice have both 


boon pressed too far. 


There is no ground in reason to hold 


every human life ns inviolably sacred nnc: 
to be preserved, no matter with what re- 
sults to tho individual or others. On the 
contrary there nre lives to which every 
reasonable consideration urges that nn 
end should be put. 


Setting aside nil doubtful 
crises, 
no 


right thinking man would licsitntft to 
give a dose, of laudanum sufficient to e-m 
a suffering life of n victim of an accident 
from tha torturing effects of which rn 
covery was impossible, however, manj 
hours of misery might be 'added to con- 
scious life by- stimulants or surgical op- 
erations.

It is one of the 


prerogatives of public men 
to 
make 


changes 
in the 
vernacular 
language, 


sometimes by coining new 
words 
and 


sometimes by promoting and dignifying 
those already in use. The presidents of 
ihc United States have rarely gone out 
of office without leaving us some such 
literary heritage, though generally they 
have done it unintentionally if not un- 
consciously. The name of Grover Cleve- 
land will recall "innocuous desuetude" as 
long ns it is qnnted in history or in song. 


President Roosevelt lias been like the 


rest nnd has introduced several ehangos, 
but his latest and probably his most last- 
ing effort is the apotheosis of the word 
"bully." The president bus so much occa- 
sion "to use this word in the far west, 
when he was killing hears or addressing 
small audiences at the watering stations 
along the railroads, that he discovered its 
wonderful expressiveness and concluded 
to make it a good word. 


Accordingly we learn that at the close 


of New Ywxr's day, after he had shaken 
hnnds with over 0,000 of his fellow citi- 
zens, without distinction of race, color 
or clnss and. without the slightest fear of 
violence, be was in particularly good spir- 
ts and confessed to all who came near 
lim that he hail enjoyed "a bully day." 


Why not? If the president has not tho 
ight to make a word or to introduce a 
vord into a new and liiguor sphere who 
las? This is the history of all our moat 
jolishcd expressions. 
A "pagan" was 


mce n villager, a "mean' me,n was simply 
i moderate and conservative man and a 
:wcnch" was a modest damsel. 


No dictionaries nor lexicographers can 


incbor a word. Like the nobility of Eu- 
rope, most of whose ancestors got their 
start by killing somebody 
or 
stealing 


something, many of our most refined anc: 
expressive terms were formerly inelegant 
or vulgar. 
It is for the president 01 


somebody else to give them a lift. 


That is, if any lift is necessary, for it 
i 


is by no means clear that "bully" is not ] 
just as good a word as any other. The 
stock yards people no donbt think that it 
is a diaphanous reference to tho mole of 
tho bovine species, but that is something 
like the people, who derive 
the 
word 


"niggardly" from "nigger." 


The word "bully" ha.3 as fine a lineage 


as any in Webster's dictionary, which 
gives as its forbears: buldcrjaam, buller- 
buk, bullerbrook, buldervnnr, buole and 
buhlc. The word "bull" is not in it at 
nil. Even Shakespeare says, "Bless thce, 
bully doutor," without dreaming of nny 
impropriety. 


If President Roosevelt uses the word 


"bully" becausa it is racy of the soil and 
is the language of the common, people ho 
is to be commended. The government of 
which he is the head is a government of 
the people, by the people and for the peo- 
ple, and everything about i'c ought to be 
democratic, phraseology and all. Its di- 
plomacy should be shirtsleeve diplomacy 
and its" language should bo tho lingo of 
the musses.
